The sccond amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States declaresa “ we!! 
regulatec militia” to be “necessary to the 
sectirity of a free State.” This militia must 
of course have arms,in order to become 


cises, and to be ready to fulfil their proper 
functions in times of danger. Most of the 
small artus for our army and militia are 
manufactured at the armories at Spring- 
field and Harper's Ferry. arsenal. 
are principally depots for the storing and 
(until recently) safe-keeping of the arms. 
At some of the arsenals repairs and alter- 
ations have been carried on to a considera- 
ble extent, and some articles manufatured. 

Great numbers of muskets have been 
manufactured. Some have been distribut- 
ed to the States, and large numbers remain 
in the armories and arsenals. Many of 
them have been altered from flint to per- 
cussion, and some. have been rifled to fit 
them for the use of the Minnie ball. But 
all these are now imperfect weapons, and 
need to be replaced, particularly for distri- 
bution to the Western militia, with rifles. 
properly so called. Unless vigorous ef- 
forts are made we, who have heretofore 
considered the rifle our national weapon, 
shall soon be excelled by the European ar- 


‘ Mies, so far as our armed forces are con- 


Of the rifles made at the armories, 
some have been excellent arms, well made 
and serviceable. Others, however, haye 
been defective, particulariy in the mode of 
rifling, and hardly to be depended on for 


that accuracy which a Western man seeks,

In the improvement of this class of 
arma, much probably remains to be done— 
and when we cousider the great numbers 
to be manufactured in order to arm our 
militia properly, ft seems to us that we may 
fairly claim for the Northwest some share

important case, as to defer the day of bearing 
50 a8 to give the requisite time ior tie pro- 
curement of rebutting testimony desired to be 
offered by the contestants, As the patent of 
McCormick docs not expire until the 234 of 
October, pearly nine mouths bence, the rig ht- 
ful interests of the applicant could net suffer 
by the ee The application for an «x- 
tension so long prior to the expiration of the 
patent, io a case where miilions are at stake 
aad where the actual sales apd profite of a 
whole year are, in fact, left out of the account 
is as unjustifiable as it Is unprecedented, Fron, 
the accounts as far as rendered, the receipts of 
the patentee from the public on account of 
his machine had already amounted to nearly 
four millious of doliars, leaving him a net pro- 
fit of nearly two millions. The apptication 
for this extension having been made at eo carly 
a date, but few of those whose interests were 
involved were aware of the fact in time to 
make the necessary effort for contesting the 
same, and they found too late that most of the 
prominent counsel in all parts of the country 
tpon whom they had relied, and who were 
most familiar with the patent laws, were al- 
ready retained by the sald applicant.
